It was a modest form of 
revenge, but the Halifax 
Mooseheads were 
thrilled to dish it out to 
the Gatineau 
Olympiques.

Historic buildings in limbo 

Armour to appeal regional council’s decision not to redevelop downtown sites

Armour Group’s Waterside 
Centre is going to an 
appeal. 

In a statement released 
Friday, Armour president 
Doug Maclsaac said appeal¬ 
ing to the Nova Scotia Utili¬ 
ty and Review Board is an 
“unprecedented decision” 
for the company. 

“Armour has historically 
respected the decisions of 
council, viewing them as re¬ 
flections of public opinion,” 
Maclsaac said. 

“However following the 
recent session of council, 
there was immediate public 
backlash ... We have also 
been asked by many indi¬ 
viduals and many members 
of the business community 
to appeal this decision to 
theUARB.” 

Premier Rodney MacDon¬ 
ald was so upset at council’s 
decision to vote down Ar¬ 
mour’s planned redevelop¬ 
ment of six heritage build¬ 
ings that he threatened to 
enact legislation that would 
overturn it. 

On Friday, the premier 
said the province will apply 
for intervenor status in the 
Waterside Centre appeal. 
He said the project will 
bring much-needed class A 
office space in the down¬ 
town, and create tax rev¬ 
enue and jobs in the trades. 


The next step 

• The Nova Scotia Utility 
and Review Board will set a 
hearing within 45 days. 

• After all submissions are 
heard, the board has 60 
days to make a decision. 

“The way it is now, every¬ 
one loses,” MacDonald said. 
“The developer can’t build 


and the heritage sites will 
be torn down; that just 
can’t happen. The only way 
these heritage buildings 
will be saved is by incorpo¬ 
rating them into a modem 
city.” 

Armour has applied to 
take the buildings down 
and already began doing so 
at one property that’s al¬ 
ready approved. 

The project would’ve pre¬ 


served the facades of six 
heritage buildings on the 
corner of Duke, Hollis and 
Upper Water Streets and 
put a six-storey glass tower 
on top. 

Armour said it’s the only 
economically sustainable 
solution to redevelop the 
site. 

The Heritage Trust of No¬ 
va Scotia has led the fight 
against the development. 


Trust president Phil Pacey 
said Friday the appeal is un¬ 
fortunate, but Armour has 
the right to do so. 

To stop those demoli¬ 
tions, Pacey has offered to 
help find tenants to protect 
the future of the buildings, 
but Armour said the status 
quo is not an option. Pacey 
is also hoping a land ex¬ 
change with the province 
can be a solution.

A woman is dead after scu¬ 
ba diving off of Sambro Is¬ 
land this weekend. 

The 28-year-old woman’s 
name has not been re¬ 
leased. 

She died on Saturday 
morning after a dive from 
the boat Ryan & Erin about 
four or five kilometres off 
shore. 

A coast guard rigid inflat¬ 
able boat happened to be in 
the area heading out to do 
some work on a buoy. 

“They basically over¬ 
heard the distress call and 
were able to make it to the 
location in about six min¬ 
utes,” said Capt. Edward 
Stewart with the Joint Res¬ 
cue and Co-ordination 
Centre. 

“As I understand it, two 
out of the three people on 
board the coast guard ves¬ 
sel were rescue specialists.” 

Stewart said he didn’t 
know if her fellow divers 
had pulled her out of the 
water at that point, but 
the woman was unrespon¬ 
sive when the rescue 
team got there. 

But thanks to the coast 
guard’s quick response, 
firefighters were at the

wharf when the rescue 
boat pulled in. Para¬ 
medics and police showed 
up soon after. 

The woman was rushed 
to the QEII before noon 
on Saturday, but she was 
pronounced dead at the 
hospital.

A horror film comes 
to life, police allege 

Edmonton filmmaker facing murder charge

Friends of an Edmonton 
filmmaker are shocked at 
police allegations that he 
brought a gory screenplay 
to life by killing a stranger 
he lured off the Internet 
under the guise of a beau¬ 
tiful woman. 

Police have yet to find 
38-year-old Johnny Al- 
tinger’s body, but have ar¬ 
rested and charged fledg¬ 
ling filmmaker Mark 
Twitchell, 29, with first-de¬ 
gree murder. It’s alleged he 
killed Altinger in a horrific 
real-life adaptation of his 
recently penned psycho¬ 
logical thriller. 

Altinger, a quality con¬ 
trol manager who worked 
at Argus Machine, was re¬ 
ported missing on October 
10, the same evening he 
went to meet a woman 
he’d met on an Internet 
dating site. 

He was unmarried, and 
is described by co-workers 
as quiet, and someone who 
kept to himself.

Police allege that 
Twitchell posed as the 
woman and lured Altinger 
to a rented garage on 57 
Street and 40 Avenue, 
where he was filming a 
movie. 

The script was recently 
seized by police. The plot: 
a sociopathic killer lures 
victims to a garage, ties 
them to a chair, and chops 
them to pieces. 

“I’m still assuming this 
is a big mix up. He’s a lot 
of things, but he’s not a 
killer,” said former col¬ 
league Galen Pendleton, 
adding he knew of the 


movie Twitchell had writ¬ 
ten. 

“I actually asked if I 
could be in it,” he said. 

Part of the script includ¬ 
ed the killer prying his vic¬ 
tims’ website passwords 
out of them before they 
died. 

Altinger’s friends say he 
sent out an e-mail, claim¬ 
ing he’d met a woman who 
was taking him to her win¬ 
ter home in Costa Rica. Po¬ 
lice strongly believe he 
was not the author. 

On Oct. 13, three days af¬ 
ter Altinger disappeared, 
his Faceboolc profile had 
changed, listing him as in 
a relationship. His status 
read: “John is taking off to 
the Caribbean for a few 
months.” 

Police believe they have 
enough forensic evidence 
to convict Twitchell the 
murder. 

Pendleton describes 
Twitchell as a little nerdy 
and awkward, but a nice, 
normal guy. 

“He’d have to almost ad¬ 
mit to it for me to think he 
was guilty,” he said.

No easy solutions for youth violence

On Oct. 21,14-year-old Rajiv 
Dharamdial took a shortcut 
home from school in Bramp¬ 
ton, Ont. through a field 
when he was attacked and 
stabbed. The youngster di¬ 
aled 9-1-1 for help and gave 
police important clues to 
help find his youth killers, 
but he didn’t make it. 

Rajiv’s aunt railed 
against a justice system 
that she called lax with 
youth criminals. She isn’t 
alone as citizens across the 
countiy are increasingly 
outraged by violent crimes, 
linked to gangs. Ironically, 
a week before Rajiv’s bur¬ 
ial, the court case began, 
involving the murder of in¬ 
nocent 15-year-old Jane 
Creba, gunned down in 
broad daylight while shop¬ 



ping on 
Toronto’s 
busiest 
street on 
Boxing Day 
in 2005, 
highlighting 
yet another 
dramatic Christine 
tragedy of Williams 
youth vio¬ 
lence. 

Out-of-control violence is 
no respecter of persons, nor 
place. Take, for instance, last 
weekend’s suspected gang- 
related shootout inside a 
Calgaiy strip mall restau¬ 
rant, killing a man and 
woman in their 20s. It’s time 
to quit the politicking about 
banning handguns as a solu¬ 
tion. Criminals don’t obey 
gun bans. Canada already 
has strict regulations on gun 
ownership, which included 


the expansion of the gun 
registry in the mid-’90s. 

Some government pro¬ 
grams seem to be a step in 
the right direction. In Sep¬ 
tember, former federal min¬ 
ister of public safety Stock- 
well Day announced $5 mil¬ 
lion in funding out of a $33- 
million National Crime Pre¬ 
vention Strategy — for a 
project aimed at preventing 
and reducing gang activity 
in Toronto. Ontario has also 
funded community-based 
mentoring programs. And, 
in Edmonton, which is now 
the gang-related murder 
capital of Canada, police 
have re-iterated calls for a 
preventative solution. 

Most perpetrators of deadly 
violence are poor youth with 
gang affiliations, whose fami¬ 
lies are in desperate need of 
education and mentorship. 


Many are trapped in a vicious 
cycle of children having more 
children. Take for example, 
the horrific shooting of 18- 
year-old Amon Beckles in 
2005 at a Finch-area Toronto 
church. He was attending the 
funeral of his friend who was 
also gunned down. Amon 
was a father. 

like Amon, many victims 
of gang crimes are involved in 
gangs, so mainstream society 
understandably empathizes 
more when a knife or bullet 
kills young innocents. If we 
toughen penalties, then they 
need to be combined with 
mandatoiy rehabilitation 
strategies to lower the rate of 
recidivism. But the best hope 
is prevention.

Investors await 
election results 


Canadian investors will be 
riveted by the U.S. 
presidential election next 
week, searching for signs 
that a new leader will help 
steer markets clear of the 
financial crisis threatening 
the global economy. 

Though the benchmark 
index of the Toronto Stock 
Exchange has barely budged 
the day after the last five 
U.S. elections, this time 
promises to be different be¬ 
cause of the meltdown. 

Republican candidate 
John McCain has trailed 
Democratic rival Barack 
Obama in the polls, but the 
Nov. 4 election will remove 
all guesswork about who 
the next President will be 
and will let the United 
States focus anew on efforts 
to steady the economy. 


And, removing that fac¬ 
tor of uncertainty could 
provide a short-term boost 
to equity markets, one ana¬ 
lyst noted. 

In the trading session 
following four of the last 
five presidential elections, 
Toronto’s composite index 
dipped less than 1 per 
cent, according to Reuters 
data. The notable excep¬ 
tion was in 1996, when De¬ 
mocrat Bill Clinton was re¬ 
elected. The index rose 
about 1.5 per cent the fol¬

When regulatory structure fails 


At the heart of many... environmental crises is 
the belief that governments should abandon 
their regulatory responsibilities and allow the 
private sector to get on with business.

C onsensus is grow¬ 
ing that the fail¬ 
ure of govern¬ 
ments to effec¬ 
tively regulate 
the banking sector is largely 
responsible for the huge 
economic mess we’re now 
facing. Throughout the past 
few decades, those who 
were entrusted to protect 
the public interest have ac¬ 
cepted as gospel the idea 
that governments should 
get out of the way and let 
markets self regulate, with 


disastrous results. 

Unfortunately, that ideol¬ 
ogy has infiltrated our gov¬ 
ernments’ thinking beyond 
the financial markets. At 
the heart of many of our 
most pressing environmen¬ 
tal crises is the same belief 
that governments should 
abandon their regulatoiy 
responsibilities and allow 
the private sector to get on 
with business. 

I was reminded of this 
regulatoiy failure in early 
October when TransCanada 
Corporation, one of the 
world’s largest pipeline 
companies, was granted 
rubber-stamp approval for a 
massive gas pipeline across 
northern Alberta. The 
pipeline will eventually 
bring natural gas from the 
Canadian north over to the 
Fort McMurray area, where 
it will be used to fuel fur¬ 
ther tarsands exploitation. 


The pipeline will cross 
lands belonging to the Lubi- 
con Lake Indian Nation, a 
small aboriginal community 
that has fought for decades 
to have its ancestral lands in 
the boreal woodlands of 
northern Alberta recognized 
and protected. Throughout 
that time, the Lubicon have 
seen their traditional way of 
life eroded as their lands 
have been leased out to oil 
and gas companies at a 
breathtaking pace. They’ve 
seen more than 2,000 oil 
and gas well sites, 32,000 
kilometres of seismic lines, 
and more than 2,000 kilo¬ 
metres of roads pushed 
through their forests. 


The Lubicon Nation is con¬ 
cerned that the new pipeline 
will not bring long-term ben¬ 
efits to the community, but 
will instead bring more feed¬ 
er lines, more clearing, and 
more gas exploration and 
other industrial activity that 
will further fragment and 
degrade their once-rich hunt¬ 
ing and trapping grounds in 
the boreal forest. 

I have followed the Lubi¬ 
con struggle with great inter¬ 
est. They were a people who 
lived traditionally off the 
land until the 1970s when 
they discovered that develop¬ 
ment — seismic lines, electri¬ 
cal lines, roads, etc. — was 
beginning to have an impact 


on their territoiy. They chose 
to fight the plans of the 
multinational Japanese pa¬ 
per company Daishowa Inc. 
to clearcut their boreal 
forests, and for years, they 
worked tirelessly to protect 
their land. 

Not once but four times 
now the United Nations has 
chastised Canada for failing 
to resolve the Lubicon land- 
rights dispute, calling what is 
happening to the Lubicon an 
abuse of their human rights 
under international 

covenants. In August, the UN 
Committee on the Elimina¬ 
tion of Racial Discrimination 
wrote to Canada, saying 
there are “doubts as to 
whether the Government of 
Alberta and the Alberta Utili¬ 
ties Commission may legiti¬ 
mately authorize the con¬ 
struction of a pipeline across 
Lubicon Territoiy without 
prior Lubicon consent.” 


The struggle is not new. 
From Haida Gwaii to Lubi¬ 
con to Grassy Narrows and 
countless other aboriginal 
communities, First Nations 
people have stood up against 
powerful industrial interests 
and indifferent govern¬ 
ments. 

Ultimately the Lubicon’s 
struggle is about keeping all 
of us safe. The responsibility 
of governments to protect 
the environment hasn’t re¬ 
ceived the same attention 
from politicians as the re¬ 
cent financial collapse, but 
in the long run environ¬ 
mental deregulation by gov¬ 
ernment threatens to do a 
lot more damage to our 
economies, the health of 
our ecosystems, and our 
well-being.

Masked suspenseful 

Highly-charged Neptune Theatre play 
requires concentration, but well worth it

It’s an hour and a half of 
intense dialogue with a 
conclusion that shakes 
you to the core even 
though you know there 
can’t be a happy ending. 

Ilan Hastor’s Masked is a 
new play at the Neptune 
Studio Theatre that tells 
the story of three Palestin¬ 
ian brothers torn between 
duty, kinship, principles 
and survival during the In¬ 
tifada in The Middle East 
crisis. 

The play directed by Hal¬ 
ifax’s Anthony Black is set 
entirely in a butcher shop 
in the West Bank in 1990, 
and stars Ketch Harbour’s 
Theo Pitsavas (Daoud), and 
Toronto’s Karan Oberoi 
(Na’im) and Ali Momen 
(Khalid). 

Besides the opening 
scene between Oberoi and 
Momen where they talk 
openly and explain the 
conflict between the 


brothers, the three actors 
are always on stage togeth¬ 
er. Oberoi’s character is a 
Palestinian rebel who 
wonders if his oldest 
brother Daoud is an Israeli 
informant. The youngest 
brother Momen is stuck in 
the middle of everything 
and struggles to know 
where his loyalties should 
lie. 

All three deliver strong 
performances which is vi¬ 
tal to a play like this 
where there are no other 
characters, very few props 
and the exact same set 
throughout. The charac¬ 
ters are believable and do 
a great job of drawing you 
into this family strife as 
you question who to be¬ 
lieve and who to feel sorry 
for. 

The writing is also 
strong, but requires a 
great deal of concentra¬ 
tion as the story is told 
slowly and in great detail. 
But that doesn’t make this 
play boring as the sus¬ 


pense and highly-charged 
interactions keeps you fix¬ 
ated on the stage through¬ 
out. 

The ending is both 
frightening and disturb¬ 
ing, but necessary for a 
conflict like this. Anything 
less doesn’t give proper 
context to an Intifada 
which killed over 2,000 
people, most of whom 
were Palestinians. 

This play isn’t for every¬ 
one. You won’t find laughs 
or get any breaks from the 
intensity-filled situation. 
But if suspenseful, real-life 
dramas are for you, 
Masked is a must see.

Enright revisits the past in new collection

books Most of us, if we’re 
truthful, look at old pic¬ 
tures of ourselves and 
cringe a bit. The same can 
be said of writers revisiting 
their words. 

“It’s really hard to read 
old work,” said author 
Anne Enright. “Essentially, 
yes — you’d go back and 
do it all again. And the oth¬ 
er thing is, you can’t do it 
all again because you’re 10 
years older. You’re a differ¬ 
ent person.” 

Enright, winner of last 
year’s Man Booker Prize 
for her novel The Gather¬ 
ing, has taken a look back 
through her prose. Yester¬ 
day’s Weather is a retro¬ 
spective collection of short 
stories being released in 
North America for the first 
time. Its tales of love and 
family are presented in re¬ 
verse chronological order. 

“It was a very amusing 
thing to do, and I thought 
actually that people might 
forgive the earlier stories,” 
Enright said with a laugh. 
“Or they might go, ‘Oh 
God, she’s really gone off!”’

In the stories, the Dublin 
writer reveals both sides of 
her characters: We see 
their social interaction, as 
well as what’s going in the 
limitless expanse of their 
thoughts. 

“They’re mostly about 
ordinary women who have 
an extraordinary inner 
life,” Enright said. “That’s 
how I phrase it. They have 
small lives and large 
thoughts, which I think is 
basically what we all have, 
one way or another.” 

Enright assumes various 
perspectives in her stories. 
There’s a wife who lives 
with a promiscuous hus¬ 


band; a daughter whose 
parents find new life on a 
vacation cruise; and a new 
mother overwhelmed by 
her in-laws in the title sto¬ 
ry- 

“I get a very strong re¬ 
sponse from that, I really 
do,” Enright said. “Espe¬ 
cially from men — funnily 
enough. 

“If people have been in 
The Zone, which is such an 
extreme place, when ba¬ 
bies are tiny — you just 
don’t know what the hell 
has hit you.” 

Enright said some peo¬ 
ple believe the stories are 
autobiographical. Not her. 

“A lot of the characters 
in that collection are ver¬ 
sions of people who aren’t 
me,” she said in a phone 
interview from a Toronto 
hotel. 

“So it’s like: Not me, not 
me, not me. It’s all these 
‘not me’s’ ... They’re as¬ 
pects of yourself that you 
wouldn’t choose to devel¬ 
op, necessarily. 

“There’s freedom in fic¬ 
tion — that’s one of the 
things we like about it. 
They are freedoms I took, I 
suppose.”

Good cast but thrills fall flat

Haley Bennett plays the title character Molly Hartley in this rather predictable horror movie. 


Everyone knows the drill, 
the horror-movie drill. 
Things seem to be going 
along smoothly, then — 
boo! — the usually innocu¬ 
ous surprise, like a bark 
from a dog or a tap on the 
shoulder from a friend. 

Used sparingly, this hor¬ 
ror-movie device can be 
fim and effective. It height¬ 
ens tension then immedi¬ 
ately releases it — some¬ 
times you can hear the 
sighs of relief in the the¬ 
atre. It’s part of the reason 
why we enjoy the horror- 
movie ride. 

But used too frequently, 
this device becomes pre¬ 
dictable and, eventually, 
boring. That’s what hap¬ 
pens in The Haunting of 
Molly Hartley, a choppy, 
disjointed movie short on 


scares and story. 

It’s like they couldn’t 
wait to make a movie, so 
they plowed ahead with 
the production without de¬ 
veloping a plot. The script 
is lazy: Stuff happens that 


isn’t connected, you can 
see some events coming a 
mile away and — worst of 
all — there’s an amoral, 
baffling ending that ex¬ 
plains nothing. We’re ex¬ 
pected to be satisfied 


knowing that, OK, this is 
bad stuff over here, good 
stuff over here. Don’t 
sweat the details. 

The cast is fine. Haley 
Bennett, who plays Molly, 
is believable as the sub¬ 
dued student hiding a lot. 
Jake Weber plays Molly’s 
father, Robert. He reprises 
his role from TV’s Medium, 
playing the sensitive, car¬ 


ing dad. Heartthrob Chace 
Crawford portrays Molly’s 
romantic interest, Joseph.

INGREDIENTS: 

% cup (50 mL) Dijon mustard 
1 tbsp (15 mL) clear honey 

1 tbsp (15 mL) cider vinegar 

2 cloves garlic, finely chopped 
% tsp (1 mL) black pepper 

1 lb (500 g) lean beef 
tenderloin 

1 Vi lb (750 g) new potatoes 
1 large onion, cut into 8 
wedges 

1 bunch watercress, tough 
ends trimmed 

METHOD: 

1 . Combine mustard, honey, 
vinegar, garlic and pepper in a 
large bowl. Place beef in a shal¬ 
low bowl. Measure out 2 tbsp
